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RANCHER MOWS DOWN MASKED ATTACKER IN SABER-KNIFE BATTLE 


SANTA ROSA. -A gruesome duel between a 79-year-old 
rancher wielding an old-fashioned sw'ord and an unidentified robber 
brandishing a butcher knife ended in death for the intruder last 
night when the rancher abandoned his sword for a gun and shot his 
assailant. 

Thomas Elliott, the rancher, was so critically wounded hospital 
attendants held little hope for his recovery.

alone, Elliott wa.s confronted late la.st ni^rht by a hooded intruder, 
holding a flashlight in one hand and a butcher knife in the other. 

"This is robbery,” the hooded man said. “I want your money!" 

Elliott turned and ran up to his bedroom pursued by the robber. 

The rancher grabbed the old sword from ita scabbard on the wall 
and wheeled to battle his assailant. Like figures in some grotesque 
drama, they dueled about the room, battled down the stairs to the 
living room, slashed at each other, wreaking havoc on themselves 
and each other. 


A sudden swipe of the rancher’s sword cut off the stranger’s 
left hand. The robber stooped, picked up the hand, stuffed it into 
his pocket. 

Despite the loss of his hand, the robber suddenly overpowered 
the elderly rancher, threw him to the floor and waved his butcher 
knife menacingly. 

"I surrender! I’ll get the money!” The rancher shouted. 
Sheriff Harry Patteson was later informed. The robber let Elliott 
up, and attempted to stem the flow of blood from his arm. 
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The rancher stumbled toward a cupboard but instead of the 
cash, Elliott grabbed a gun, turned and fired. The robber dropped 
dead. 

Elliott stag:gered up the road a quarter of a mile to the home 
of his nearest neighbors, Mr. and >IrB. Charles Schilling. 

The sheriff found the robber’s body in the wildly disordered 
room. The man, about 50, was plainly dressed. Patteson suggested 
he was a rancher or worker in the district. 

The hood over his head was a bSmey sack with slits for the eyes.

LOSES FRIENDS 

Conservatives praised MacDon¬ 
ald’s momentous action in forming 
a national government at the be¬ 
hest of King George V in the finan¬ 
cial crisis of 1931—an action which 
cost him the friendship of virtually 
all his old Labor and Socialist col¬ 
leagues. 

But his one-time co-workers, 
who in 1931 had denounced him as 
deserting them “for the drawing 
rooms of the rich," today praised 
his work and labor before the 
great split. 

Aloof and almost autocratic, 
MacDonald twice won the dubious 
title of "the most hated man in 
British politic.s”—for his pacifist 
stand during the World war and 
for his leaving of the labor party 
to form the coalition government 
following the financial crisis of 
'31. He had become Britain’s first 
labor prime minister in 1924. 
GETS $200,000 

Only six weeks ago the Scots¬ 
man who never accumulated 
wealth was bequeathed about 
$200,000 in trust by Sir Alexander 
Grant, a biscuit manufacturer and 
close friend of the former prime 
minister. 

As lord president of the council 
he shared duties in connection 
with the abdication of Edward 
VIII last December and the cor¬ 
onation of George VI. Last May 
he gave up his office and was of¬ 
fered a peerage but declined the 
honor. 

FRIENDS COM.5IENT 

Later he remarked that he hard¬ 
ly could expect his north country 
friends, who had always called 
him "Jamey,” to call a native of 
Lo.ssiemouth "Milord.” 

The comment of Former Home 
Minister John R. Clynes, who was 
a member of MacDonald’s first 
government, represented pretty 
well the attitude of the Scotsman’s 
former associates: 

"As regards our acquaintance up 
to the break of 1931, I have the 
most pleasant memories of his 
greatness and his work. He was 
not only a great orator but a 
great organizer.” 

The venerable labor leader, 
George Lansbury, said ”I am 
dreadfully sorry. He was one of 
the pioneers of the labor move¬ 
ment, and although we separated 
in 1931, all of us will remember 
what he did In the days when the 
movement was struggling.”

Chine.se feared the rcinforce- 
ment.s would attack Hangchow 
as the first step in a Nanking 
drive, now that Shanghai is jn 
Japane.se hand.s—except for Nan- 
tao, native quarter in which arc 
remnants of the Chinese army 
which retreated from Shanghai 
yesterday to defen.se lines further 
inland; and the international set¬ 
tlement and the French conces- 
' Sion. 

A few Chinese also were holding 
out in Pootung. industrial center 
acioss the Whangpoo from Shang¬ 
hai. 

Japanese utilized airplane and 
artillery bombardment today in 
an effort to drive out the remain¬ 
ing Chine.se. 

U. S. SHIPS MENACED 

Many bombs fell along the Nan- 
tao Whangpoo river waterfront, 
within a few hundred yards of 
American and other foreign war 
ves.sels anchored in the river. 

Chinese said .34 Japane.se trans¬ 
ports already had arrived off the 
Chekiang coast in the new Hang¬ 
chow move, carrying approxi¬ 
mately 40,000 soldiers. Capture of 
Hangchow would cut one of the 
two railroads now open between 
Shanghai and the capital. 

Half of the troops landed in 
the Chapoo area on the north 
shore of the bay. One wartime di¬ 
vision landed on the south .shore of 
the bay about 70 miles east of 
Hangchow and 20 miles north¬ 
west of Ningpo, and others were 
expected to land there. 

The south shore landing party 
was reported already marching on 
Yuyao, which the Japanese hoped 
to take before attacking Hang¬ 
chow. 

MAY CHECK DRIVE 

Chinese authorities declared the 
government was confident that 
Chine.se forces now being nnshed 
to Yuyao w'ould be able to check 
the new Japanese reinforcements. 

Shanghai harbor, off the French 
concession, tonight was the scene 
of a bitter machinegun battle be¬ 
tween Japanese war craft and 
Chinese troops on both hanks of 
the Whangpoo. 

At nightfall three .7apane.se vo.s- 
.sels joined the efforts of their 
forces to expel the Chinese from 
Nantao. 

The renewed shelling of the 
Shanghai area followed a Japanese 
announcement that Nantao would 
be bombarded, unless the Chinese 
troops, variously estimated to 
number from several hundred to 
several thousand, withdrew. 

TOLL IS LIGHT 

The Japanese shells and bombs 
probably took smaller toll of life 
than might have been expected 
because of wholc.sfile evacuation 
of civilians from Nantao within 
the last 24 hours. 

The Japanese planes, which ap¬ 
proached the Nantao waterfront 
from the east, included both army 
and navy bombers and pursuit 
craft. The pur.suit planes flew 
over both the international settle¬ 
ment anfl the French concession. 

The bombs and shells started 
fires in parts of Nantao before the 
brief attack ended.

Supervisors contend that -sal¬ 
aries for October, which are paid 
Nov. 1, .should have been on the 
old basis. County Auditor W. T. 
Lambert, however, relied on Men¬ 
ton’s ruling and paid the new 
scheilulo. 

Three elective county officials— 
Public Administrator Earl Abbey, 
Sheriff Logan Jackson and Treas¬ 
urer T. E. Stephen.son—have de¬ 
fied provisions of the ordinance 
which Menton claims are illegal, 
and have not turned in their fees 
to the county as required by the 
new law. This, if .supervisors 
1 bring court action to recover the 
fees, will provide a chance for 
Judicial ruling on the ordinance. 
Supervi.sors believe the fees ac¬ 
tually are not due until Dec. 5, 
and will wait until that date be¬ 
fore starting suit. 

REVISE SALARIES

Mine inspectors said there was 
no danger at present to those 
dwelling over the fire area in 
North Scranton. 

They added, however, that 
deadly carbon monoxide gas — 
odorless and colorless—might seep 
through surface breaks. 

Classes continued in session at 
the new North Scranton Junior 
High school, attended by 1500 
pupils. 

The Penn company, which 
stopped mining operations at the 
Von Storch mine two months ago, 
has said it is unable to finance an 
adequate attack upon the flames.

NEW YORK. (A>l—Joe Medwick, 
the payoff guy of the St. Louis 
Cardinals gashou.se gang, has the 
National league’s most valuable 
player award for 1937 to add to his 
record string of batting "firsts.” 

"Muscles” did all he could to 
earn the prize. He won the bat¬ 
ting championship, led in hits, runs 
batted in and doubles and tied 
with the Giants’ Mel Ott for the 
home run title. Even so he barely 
nosed out Gabby Hartnett, the 
spirited Chicago catcher, who drew 
68 votes to Joe’s 70. 

Eight members of the Baseball 
Writers’ As.sociation made the se¬ 
lection. They gave Gabby more 
first-place nominations than Med¬ 
wick, but “Muscles” more than 
made up that deficit with votes 
for second and third place to grab 
the award and the Sporting News 
trophy. 

During the past season. Med¬ 
wick compiled a batting average 
of .374; he hit safely 237 times, 
batted in 1,')4 runs and hit 57 
doubles and 31 home runs. 

Carl Hubbell, the shrewd, 
smooth left-hander of the New 
York Giants, who won the award 
last year, was third choice with 52 
points. Two newcomers to the 
headlines, the Boston Bees’ ven¬ 
erable rookie pitchers. Jim Turner 
and Lou Fette, wound up third and 
fourth. They edged out such well- 
known players as Dick Bartell and 
Mcll Ott of the Giants and Paul 
Waner of Pittsburgh. 

Medwick, christened Joseph 
Michael but better known as 
“Ducky-Wiicky” or “Muscles,” is 
the third Cardinal to win the 
award since the baseball writers 
took over the .selection in 1931. 
His manager, Frankie Frl.sch, was 
chosen in 1931, when he still was 
a great second baseman. Dizzy 
Dean, at the top of his pitching 
powers, took it in 1934. 

A sensation as a schoolboy play¬ 
er at Carteret. N. J,, Medwick 
came up via the Mid-Atlantic 
league and Houston of the Texas 
league. Starting in 1932, he has 
a six-year average just under .350. 
In his only World Series appear¬ 
ance, in 1934, he hit for .379. 

A timely hitter, he is unortho¬ 
dox in that he hits consistently at 
bad balls. He swings right-handed 
with a pronounced wri.st snap and 
hits on a line.

of thunder and hail, which fell 
on the English army, that It 
seemed as If the world were come 


to an end. The hailstones were 
so large as to kill men and beasts, 
and the boldest were frightened. 
The king turned himself toward 
the church of Our Lady at Char¬ 
tres, religiously vowed to the Vir¬ 
gin that he would accept terms 
of peace.” 

King Edward kept his vow by 
signing the famous Treaty of 
Britgny, bringing the war to an 
end.

COMMISSION 
WINS SEAMAN 
INJURY CASE 


SAN FRANCISCO. UP)—T. A. 
Reardon, chairman of the indus¬ 
trial accident commission, said to¬ 
day the commission had been 
given Jurisdiction by a U. S. su¬ 
preme court decision, in cases in¬ 
volving injured seamen. 

Prior to the decision, announced 
yesterday in an appeal by the 
Matson Navigation company, em¬ 
ployers had contended the com¬ 
mission had no jurisdiction where 
a seaman’s contract was involved 
but that the matter was a sub¬ 
ject of admiralty law. 

The action involved injury to 
Kilton I. Davis. Matson employe, 
hurt on a dock in Hawaii. He 
filed a compensation claim with 
the industrial accident commis¬ 
sion. The commission awarded 
compensation but the Matson 
company contended the matter 
was subject only to admiralty 
jurisdiction and further objected 
on the ground the Injury occurred 
outside the state of California. 
The company appealed to the state 
district court of appeals and to 
the United States supreme court. 

Reardon said the decision gave 
the commission jurisdiction in 
matters involving a seaman's 
contract so long as the accident 
happens on the dock or on land.

If these claims were true, few right-minded citizens 
would dare lift their voices on behalf of the proposed civil 
service measure for city policemen and firemen which will 
be voted on next Tuesday. 

Fortunately the experience of thousands of fellow 
citizens working for city, county, state and federal gov¬ 
ernments all over the nation explodes the assertion. 

You need look no farther than the postoffice to see an 
example in our own city of an efficient, highly organized 
civil service staff. Few persons will dispute the statement | 
that the postoffice operates as well or better than many 
a private business. i 

Trusted and capable employes hold their jobs there 
year after year, so long as they give service, thus build¬ 
ing up an experienced and seasoned working force. Inef- < 
ficent or undesirable ones are removed after a fair trial * 
before a civil service board. ^ 

Imagine the confusion that would result if civil serv- t 
ice were abolished at the postoffice, and the experienced, ° 
capable employes were made liable for their posts upon [' 
the whims and personal feelings of their executives. t 

Probably the entire staff would be ousted every time 
the national administration changed hands under the vi- " 
cious “to-the-victor-belong-the-spoils” system. b 

Yet local policemen and firemen are exposed to the 
hazards of this political injustice under the present munici- o' 
pal arrangement. u 

The day might possibly come when some politically 
minded council or bloc of councilmen would undertake to 
build up a personal “machine” by ousting the regulars ei 
and placing their henchmen on the job. 

It’s not hard to visualize what kind of service the fire g 
and police forces would furnish to the public in a case u

One way to protect the city against such a calamity fe 
and the men against such an injustice is to vote “yes” on ra 
the civil service ordinance next Tuesday.
